O. N. 7 (E) :—Whereas the Election Commission of India has, by its orda 
dated the 11th February, 1989, held that the dispute raised by two groups, 
one led by Smt. JanaW Ramachandran and the other by Km, 
Jayalalitha in terms of paragraph 15 of the Election Symbols (Reservation 
and Allotment) Order, 1968, survives no more for determination by (he 
Commission, tnat the interim order dated tbs 17th December, 1988, passed by 
the Commission ceases to operate, that two parties recognised under the 
said interim order cease to be, and shall no longer be, recognised as sejra- 
rate jioUtical parties, and. that the embargo placed by the afore-meruioned 
interim order, dated the 17tlr December, 1988, On die use of the Symbol 
"Two leaves" reserved for the "AH India Anna Dravida Munnetra Kazhagam" 
during the pendency of tlie said dispute also stands removed and the said 
symbol can now be used by All India Anna Dravida Munnetta Kazh again 
party: 
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Now, therefore, in pursuance of clause (b) of sub-para (1) and sub¬ 
para (2) of paragraph 17 of the Election Symbols (Reservation and Allot¬ 
ment) Order, 1968, and in supersession of its notification No. 56(84-L, dated 
the 19th December, 1988, the Election Commission hereby makes the following 
amendments in its notification No. 5G|84-I, dated the 15th November, 1984, 
published in the Gazette of India, Extraordinary, Part II, Scition 3 (iii), dated 
the 16th November, 1984, and as subsequently amended from time to 
time, namely
